I believe it is the year of hope for sub­ 
stantial progress,” Carter said as he and 
Assad met briefly with reporters before 
beginning their discussion. 
"We are greatly optimistic,” said Assad, 
quickly adding that a "magic wand” was 
not at hand but that "obviously there is the 
will to look for a solution.” 
Before leaving London, site of a seven- 
nation weekend summit conference, Carter 
conferred with the leaders of Britain, 


France and West Germany and the four 
issued a warning on the status of Berlin. 
They said that East-t-West detente would 
be seriously threatened if the Communists 
continue efforts to make East Berlin an 
integral part of East Germany, rather than 
a sector of a four-power city under the 
United States, Britain, France and the 
Soviet Union. 
Upon arriving here Carter said "we hope 
to be back” later this year for renewed Gen­ 
eva talks between Israel and her Arab 
neighbors. 
It was not immediately clear whether 
Carter meant he personally would return to 
Switzerland for a Geneva peace conference 
or was simply referring to the fact that the

People are buying big cars like they were going out of 
style — as indeed they may be in the not-too-distant 
future.

Much of the risk involved in driving a sm all car, of 
course, is due to the fact that there are so many large cars 
to run into — or be run into by. Presum ably, things will 
be m ore equal when small cars predominate on the high­ 
ways. But since fuel- economy standards are the average 
of all models a m anufacturer produces, there will always 
be plenty of cars that are bigger and heavier than others, 
not to mention trucks. 
What it means is that in the years ahead, Americans 
will have to be more and more safety conscious. They 
will have to begin obeying the 55-m.p.h. speed limit. They 
may even, whether they like it or not, eventually have to 
accept some kind of passive safety device like the con­ 
troversial air bag.

So far virtually all of the 
emphasis on the drouth impact 
in the Rocky Mountain and 
Great Plains states has been on 
water shortages for crops, 
livestock and human con­ 
sumption.

There is 
also, however, a growing danger 
to wildlife, which in some

vulnerable. 
"One of our big concerns is a 
serious fire danger for wildlife 
refuges and other habitat,” says 
Harvey Willoughby, regional 
director of the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, in Denver. Fire 
is just the start of it. As mar­ 
shlands and water holes dry up, 
waterfowl and other animals 
must congregate where supplies 
are still available. Those cir­ 
cumstances enhance conditions 
for the spread of disease. 
“With most animals con­ 
centrating near water sources,” 
Willoughby notes, “they will 
become 
easier 
targets 
for 


predators.” Coyotes, a principal 
threat, follow the others to gorge 
themselves on easier kills. 
As the water level in streams 
and reservoirs falls, even if they 
do not dry up as some already 
have, fish production goes down 
at an alarming rate. Pelican 
Lake in Nebraska, to cite a 
single example, accounts for 
about 30,000,000 northern pike 
eggs a year. It is the chief source 
in 
the 
nation. 
Pelican 
Lake is going down and, unless 
more water pours into it soon 
pike-egg production could end 
there. 
It is a gloomy picture for the 
fowl and the fish and the wild 
animals that occupy such a 
large part of the United States. 
And to compound the problem, 
there is so little that man can do 
about it, even if he were able to 
spare some attention from his 
own immediate water worries. 
Fortunately there is little 
danger of a “silent spring” 
finally arriving, or the specter of 
the woods empty of animals or 
of rivers without fish. But unless 
nature quickly becomes more 
generous with moisture in the 
vast region to the west of the 
Mississippi, the quality and 
quantity of wildlife could be 
reduced drastically.

NEWS MEDIA 
HELD HOSTAGE 
Television has been bombarding us for so many years 
with products promising fast, fast, fast relief for 
everything that bothers us, it is an ironic kind of justice 
that the medium is being increasingly exploited by 
people seeking instant redress for their grievances or 
instant publicity for their causes. 
It began with the civil rights and antiw ar demon­ 
strations and protests of the 1960s and early 1970s. Rather 
than being m ere witnesses to and recorders of a news 
event, the television cam eras, crews and comm entators 
often constituted the event itself. 
The phenomenon may have reached a climax the other 
day in Warrensville Heights, Ohio, where television 
newsmen found themselves active participants in a 
drama in which a disturbed young man held hostages at 
gunpoint for 40 hours in the city hall and issued a number 
of outlandish demands, including a public apology by 
President Carter for the nation’s treatm ent of blacks. 
The weekend before, Corey Moore had told friends, 
“You'll be seeing me on television on Monday.” 
The Ohio episode has occasioned some long-overdue 
soulsearching by news professionals. 
“ It’s time we took another look at our coverage of such 
incidents,” says Virgil Dominic, news director of a 
Cleveland TV station. “ While we are glad it ended 
without bloodshed, we are disturbed that the media, 
especially television, overplayed it to the extent that 
another one is almost guaranteed. 
“We feel that the coverage we give such incidents is 
partly to blame, for we are glorifying lawbreakers, we 
are making heroes out of nonheroes. In effect, we are 
losing control over our news departm ents; we are being 
used.” 
Despite the tremendous competition that exists among 
local television news teams, and at the risk of losing part 
of its audience, Dominic’s station will no longer 
automatically grant live coverage to future Corey 
Moores. In fact, it may not cover them at all. 
“This does not mean that we are going to ignore news 
events,” says Dominic, “but rather that we are going to 
report them in reasonable perspective.”

SMALLER CARS, 
BIGGER RISKS 
People are buying big cars like they were going out of 
style — as indeed they may be in the not-too-distant 
future.

KC teachers end strike 


KANSAS CITY (AP) 
— 
Kansas 
City 
teachers have voted to end their seven-week-old strike, but the 
district says it plans to go ahead with its court appeal in an effort 
to win the right to punish the strikers. 
The teachers voted Sunday to end the strike after Jackson 
County Circuit Judge Lewis W. Clymer ordered the teachers to go 
the trik^0** ant^ o^cfcd the district not to take reprisals agaimt 


The district has promised to take the judge’s order to the 
Missour i Court of Appeals. 
The district, which had gradually opened classes for most of its 
51,000 students with nonstriking teachers, ordered students and 
nonstriking teachers to return to the locations where they 
reported during the strike. Teachers who had been striking were 
1 to return to the places they were assigned before the strike. 
Students whose classes had not been opened by Friday were 
I asked to stay home today. 
Although the district has approved only a 7 per cent pay in­ 
crease and the teachers were asking for 15 per cent, Norman 
Hudson, leader of the Kansas City Federation of Teachers, said 
the strike was successful in getting the district to withdraw 
proposals to increase working hours and require teachers to live 
within the district. 
\ 
About 600 teachers attended the closed meeting Sunday where 
the vote was taken to end the strike. 
TTie district says about 80 per cent of the union’s 2,000 members 
were back on the job by last Friday, but the union disputed the 
estimate. Teachers make from $8,876 to $17,206 under the old 
contract. 


| JFK assassin may be agent? 


BALTIMORE (AP) — A Maryland gunsmith who has spent 
| years studying die assassination of President John F. Kennedy 
[ believes that a Secret Service agent accidentally fired the fatal 
bullet, panicking after hearing Lee Harvey Oswald’s first shot. 
“Since 1968 I have been unable to turn up evidence which 
shakes any part of my conclusion,” gunsmith Howard Donahue 
said in an interview with the Baltimore Sunday Sun. 
A spokesman for the Secret Service declined to comment today 
on the Donahue interview, but said, “We concur in the findings of 
the Warren Commission. ” 
The Warren Commission concluded that Kennedy was killed by 
Oswald acting alone. 
Donahue, who has a gun shop in suburban Tows on, first be­ 
came involved with the assassination in a 1967 CBS television 
show in which he and other marksman fired the type erf rifle 
Oswald is thought to have used under almost the same conditions. 
Donahue was the only one to score three accurate shots during 
a 6.5 second period, the time Oswald is thought to have had to 
fire. 
He accepts the evidence that Oswald was trying to kill the 
president in DaUas on Nov. 22, 1963. But he says Oswald’s first 
bullet missed the presidential car, hitting the pavement and 
breaking up in a spray of metal fragments. 
“It is a matter of record that five metal fragments were picked 
up later in the car,” he said. “There is pictoral evidence of their 
hitting the windshield and also denting a piece of chromework 
near the rearview mirror. ” 
He theorizes that one of the fragments was the 6.5mm piece of 
metal found between Kennedy’s skull and skin. 
“It would sting — as a shot from a BB gun would sting — and 
after having been hit, the president could have made the ex­ 
clamation Roy Kellerman said he made, *My God, I’m h it”’ 
Donahue said. 
Kellerman, a Secret Service agent, was riding in the front seat 
of the presidential limousine. 
“Oswald's second shot was the so-called miracle bullet which 
pierced the president’s back and throat and passed through 
(formerTexas) Gov. (John) Connally,” Donahue said. 
“Unlikely as it may seem, the high-velocity bullet would be 
easily capable of doing exactly what the Warren Report accepted 
as actuality,” he said. Headded that the president could not have 
spoken after being hit by the high-velocity bullet, which shattered 
his larynx. 
“Gov. Connally recovered from his wounds and I think the 
president could have, too, although possibly his voice might have 
been impaired,” the gunskith said. 
To explain the fatal shot, which blew Kennedy’s skull apart, 
Donahue cites the testimony of S. M. Holland, an elderly man 
who saw the assassination from an overpass. Holland said he saw 
a Secret Service man stand up in the presidential car with a 
machine gun and stumble. 
Donahue said he thinks the man who stood was in the follow-up 
car. The gunsmith said he feels most 9bservers didn’t see him 
because he was shielded by other agents in the follow-up car. 
“Did Oswald get off a third shot? If he did, it could have gone 
wild, and the sound of it could have blended with the shot fired 
accidentally by a Secret Service man in the followup car,” 
Donahue said.

KC teachers end strike 


KANSAS CITY (AP) 
_ 
Kansas 
City 
teachers have voted to end their seven-week-old strike, but the 
district says it plans to go ahead with its court appeal in an effort 
to win the right to punish the strikers. 
The teachers voted Sunday to end the strike after Jackson 
County Circuit Judge Lewis W. Clymer ordered the teachers to go 
back to work and ordered the district not to take reprisals against 
the strikers. 
The district has promised to take the judge’s order to the 
Missouri Court of Appeals. 
The district, which had gradually opened classes for most of its 
51,000 students with nonstriking teachers, ordered students and 
nonstriking teachers to return to the locations where they 
reported during the strike. Teachers who had been striking were 
1 to return to the places they were assigned before the strike. 
Students whose classes had not been opened by Friday were 
1 asked to stay home today. 
Although the district has approved only a 7 per cent pay in­ 
crease and the teachers were asking for 15 per cent, Norman 
Hudson, leader of the Kansas City Federation of Teachers, said 
the strike was successful in getting the district to withdraw 
proposals to increase working hours and require teachers to live 
within the district. 
About 600 teachers attended the closed meeting Sunday where 
the vote was taken to end the strike. 
The district says about 80 per cent of the union's 2,000 members 
were back on the job by last Friday, but the union disputed the 
estimate. Teachers make from $8,876 to $17,205 under the old 
contract. 


JFK assassin may he agent? 


BALTIMORE (AP) — A Maryland gunsmith who has spent 
years studying the assassination of President John F. Kennedy 
believes that a Secret Service agent accidentally fired the fatal 
bullet, panicking after hearing Lee Harvey Oswald’s first shot. 
’’Since 1969 I have been unable to turn up evidence which 
shakes any part of my conclusion,” gunsmith Howard Donahue 
said in an interview with the Baltimore Sunday Sun. 
A spokesman for the Secret Service declined to comment today 
on the Donahue interview, but said, “We concur in the findings of 
the Warren Commission.” 
The Warren Commission concluded that Kennedy was killed by 
Oswald acting alone 
Donahue, who has a gun shop in suburban Towson, first be­ 
came involved with the assassination in a 1967 CBS television 
show in which he and other marksman fired the type of rifle 
Oswald is thought to have used under almost the same conditions 
Donahue was the only one to score three accurate shots during 
a 6 5 second period, the time Oswald is thought to have had to 
fire. 
He accepts the evidence that Oswald was trying to kill the 
president in Dallas on Nov. 22. 1963 But he says Oswald's first 
bullet missed the presidential car. hitting the pavement and 
breaking up in a spray of metal fragments 
“It is a matter of record that five metal fragments were picked 
up later in the car,’’ he said. ’’There is pictoral evidence of their 
hitting the windshield and also denting a piece of chromework 
near the rearview mirror ” 
He theorizes that one of the fragments was the 6 5mm piece of 
metal found between Kennedy's skull and skin. 
"It would sting — as a shot from a BB gun would sting — and 
after having been hit, the president could have made the ex­ 
clamation Roy Kellerman said he made, ‘My God, I’m hit.’” 
Donahue said 
Kellerman. a Secret Service agent, was riding in the front seat 
of the presidential limousine 
“Oswald's second shot was the so-called miracle bullet which 
pierced the president’s back and throat and passed through 
(formerTexas) Gov (John) Connally,” Donahue said 
“Unlikely as it may seem, the high-velocity bullet would be 
easily capable of doing exactly what the Warren Report accepted 
as actuality,” he said He added that the president could not have 
spoken after being hit by the high-velocity bullet, which shattered 
his larynx 
“Gov. Connally recovered from his wounds and I think the 
president could have, too, although possibly his voice might have 
been impaired," the gunskith said. 
To explain the fatal shot, which blew Kennedy's skull apart, 
Donahue cites the testimony of S. M Holland, an elderly man 
who saw the assassination from an overpass Holland said he saw 
a Secret Service man stand up in the presidential car with a 
machine gun and stumble 
Donahue said he thinks the man who stood was in the follow-up 
car The gunsmith said he feels most 9bservers didn't see him 
because he was shielded by other agents in the follow-up car. 
“Did Oswald get off a third shot? If he did. it could have gone 
wild, and the sound of it could have blended with the shot fired 
accidentally by a Secret Service man in the follow-up car," 
Donahue said

Next test in the carefully- 
planned course for Seattle Slew 
is the Preakness Stakes at Pim­ 
lico May 21, the second leg of 
the Triple Crown of thorough­ 
bred racing, where the Bold 
Reasoning colt will seek his 
eighth straight 
victory and 
fourth in a row this year. 
“He’s still learning,” the 37- 
year-oid Turner said Sunday 
morning, the day after Seattle 
Slew posted a l34-length victory 
in the 103rd Derby at Churchill 
Downs. “The race showed two 
things. That he doesn’t have to 
be a front-runner to win and he 
can overcome trouble.” 
It was a reference to the 
colt’s slow, stumbling start and 
the tight traffic jam he got out 
of on the clubhouse turn in the 
l 14-mile classic which had a 
gross purse erf $267,200. The 


winner’s share was $214,700. 
Turner, fired eight years ago 
as a head trainer for another 
stable, has been criticized for 
racing the colt so sparingly and 
the lack of workouts. Seattle 
Slew first went to the races last 
year on Sept. 20, almost six 
months after most of his 14 
Derby rivals had started com­ 
petition. 
“He was undertrained for the 
Derby,” Turner said before the 
colt flew back to New York 
where Seattle Slew will be 
stabled at Belmont Park. “It 
was planned that way. We felt 
he had enough in him to win 
it.” 
Oft-maligned 
jockey 
Jean 
Cruguet, who admits he has re­ 
strained Seattle Slew in the 
past in order to save him, went 
to the whip several times dur­ 
ing the stretch run when he 
pulled away from For the Mo­ 
ment, who had held a slight 
lead over the 1-2 favorite most 
of the way until the final quar- 
ter-mile.

2 schools placed 
on NCAA Probation 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - Texas 
A&M University was placed on 
a one-year probation by the 
NCAA today for infractions in 
its basketball program, but the 
penalties include no sanctions. 
The University was ordered 
instead to sever all relations, 
formal and informal, “with cer­ 
tain representatives of the Uni­ 
versity’s athletic interests in­ 
volved in the violations off 
NCAA legislations.” 
The 
“certain 
representa­ 
tives,” which were not named, 
may no 
longer aid Texas 
A&M’s efforts in raising financ­ 
ing, recruiting or other athletic 
booster efforts. 
The violations include im­ 
proper monetary gifts to pros­ 
pective athletes and the loan of 
an automobile to a student-ath- 
lete. 
“The action of the Committee 
on Infractions has taken into 
account action already taken in 
this case by the Southwest Ath­ 
letic Conference,” Arthur R. 
Reynolds, chairman off the In­ 
fractions Committee, said in a 
prepared news release. 
“The penlties imposed un­ 
doubtedly would have been 
more severe had notprevious 
action been taken by the South­ 
west Athletic Conference and 
had not the university been 
fully cooperative in applying 
appropriate rules to the eligibil­ 
ity of the student-athletes in­ 
volved,” Reynolds said. 
NCAA announced today a two- 
year probation has been placed 


on the intercollegiate track pro­ 
gram of North Carolina Central 
University of Durham, N.C. 
North Carolina-Central’s in­ 
door and outdoor track teams 
will be prohibited from post­ 
season competition for the next 
two years and the university’s 
athletic program will be re­ 
quired to sever all relations 
with two former track coaches. 
The school was cited for pro­ 
viding improper extra benefits 
and financial aid to athletes 
and violations of rules in con­ 
nection with the recruiting of 
prospective athletes. 
The NCAA also found that in 
several instances institutional 
financial aid was not adminis­ 
tered by the university in ac­ 
cordance with NCAA legisla­ 
tion. 
‘‘The 
Committee 
found 
serious violations in this case 
involving the improper recruit- 
iment and provision of extra 
benefits to two outstanding at- 
yhletes for the most part by 
one former member of the uni­ 
versity’s coaching staff,” said 
Arthur Reynolds, chairman of 
the Infractions Committee. 
“In additon, it was found that 
the institution itself directly 
provided improper financial as­ 
sistance to the young men. The 
Committee on Infractions be­ 
lieves the penalties imposed 
are meaningful in that they re­ 
flect the seriousness of the in­ 
stitutional violations in this 
case and are also directed to­ 
ward the individuals involved.”
